@3inaberg’s conviction is the first that
Distriot Attorney Swann has obtalned

Knott, who owns two or three hotels in
the vicinity, called the attentlon of the

IMetrict Attorney to the fact that the

burglar alarms were ringing so often

and making such an Infernal racket

that they disturbed the righteous slum-
of hin guests.

Other resigdents of the' district, includ-
ing Lhe night watchman, wrote lettern
10 Mr. Swann protesting against the
burgiar alarms, the night watchmen de-
eclaring that untl]l the burglar alarms
wore put In the burglars that came
around never bothered him a bit, but
that since then the gongs rang #o much
he got no sleep whatever while he was
on duty.

When the police also notified Mr.
fwann that they consldersd a burglar
alarm gong & nulsance, ws it involved
sometimens n walk up six or seven fights
o1 stalrs In chase of a burglar who
would be gone when they got there, the
District Attorney notified the fArms own=
Ing gongs that unless they had them
removed they would have to suffér the
conyéquences. The oMcials of the varl-
oun concerns did not belleve there would
be any consequences, so they said cheer-
fully that they would suffer them.

'he polles, at the time Mr, Swann be-
pan hls crusade, were particularly bit-
1or ngainat the gongs, and In their be-
Bair the District Attorney asked cut-
tingly if the people who had the gongs
thought the police had nothing better

Mr. Swaon saild yesterday that he
would use Ginsberg's gift as evidence
against the others who have been indlet-
ed by the Grand Jury on similar charges,
One of these (s Slmon B. Hess, president
of the Metropolitan Electrical Protective
Company of 130 West Twenty-sixth
street.

PATERSON STRIKERS
WIN AND GO BACK

Silk Workers Granted a 44
Hour Week at Once.

The strike In the Paterson silk mills
wps settied yesterday when 6,000 opera-
tives who have been out since August 4,
demanding that a forty-four hour work
week be Introduced at once Instemd of
Oectober 10, as was agreed upop, went
back to work ngain. All of the manufac-
turers have agreed to It immediate adop-
tion. Four thousand striking operatives
niready had carried their point and gone
back to Ir jJobs when the final settle-
ment came yesterday., The forty-four
hour week also will apply to the 20.000
Joyial workers who did not join the striks
and who are members of the United Tex-
tlle Workers, which is afilated with the
American Federation of Labor.

Four thousand dyers and helpera in
the dyeing plants are still out. The
mill owners assert that a forty-four hour
week I8 Impracticable and say that cer-
taln processes require work for ten or
sleven hours at a stretch. They de-
clared yesterdny that they would not
submit to the demands made by the
strikers, who are charged with being
afliated with the 1. W, W. and other
sadical orgunizations.

over the place or any similar human

From time to tima thare are posted
up on the club's bulletin board “‘addl-
tlonal rules and regulations” to meet
the changes which at present are occur-
ring with such unprecedented rapidity.
Lat it be stated right hers that tea 1s and
ever ham been the favorite beverage at
this club; but stiil guite & few membaers
wers just a lttle worrled over the July 1
matter and It was, therefore, with feel-
ings of unmixed rellef that they baheld
on the board just outside ths dining-
room door a new list of regulations, to
wit:

LAWS ON MIGRATORY
BIRDS ARE CHANGED

Amendment ' Prevents Eva-
sions Made by Some Hunters.

Recent amendments to the regulations
for enforcing the migratory bird treaty
not prohibit the ahooting of migratory
birds from boats or aoy foating device
towed by sallboat: or motorboats, This
change in the law has been made In
arder to check the aotivitles of sportsmen
who, by the use of towed floating devices,
have avaded previous requirements which
forbade the shooting of migratory birds
from boats or any floating device towed
by sallboats or moturboats.

In addition, the open season for shoot-
Ing doves has besn changed In South
Carolina, Georgin, Florida and Alabama
from the period between Baptenmber 14
nnd Decembsar 31 to the period between
Oatober 18 and January 31, both Inclu-
sive. Furthermore, an <0 soason for
rhicoting doves covering tHe period from
December 1 to December 16 Inclusive has
been established In Ohlo, Indlana, Ar-
kansas, Kansas, Utah and Nebraska

However, In some of theme
Staten the local sportmnen will not be
able to derive the banefits of this Fed-
oral open season, due to the fact that
Siate laws which are operative In thelr
respective territories prghlblt the kill-
ing of mourning doves during a part or
all of the Federal open seanon. For ex-

ample, the Federal law makes the dove- |

shooling season In Colorado open Sep-
tembar 1 and terminate December 15,
while the Stale law probibits the shoot-
ing of doves from Beptember 2 to
August 14 Inclusive. As & consequence
